However, though the In¬ 
evitable war unquestionably was made much 
more difficult and costly by what transpired 
in the ancient Bavarian city In September.

Some Ethiopians in the etties 
wear clothes like ours, but in gen¬ 
eral they* wear -a national cos- 
tume. This Is the same lor both 
men and women. It is made up 
ot a cotton shirt, long cotton 
trousers, and a loose robe. 

The outer garment is call a 
“chamma," and has been com¬ 
pared to the old Roman toga. The 
chamma is draped about the 
shoulders, and hangs down to the 
knees or below. 

The plain people have white 
charomas made from cloth of the 
kind we use for bed sheets. The 
upper classes have chammas 
woven by hand, and often adged 
with a colored border. A chief 
or a high priest may have one 
with a silk border a foot wide. 

Usually the Ethiopians keep 
their chammas clean, washing 
them each day. In time of 
mourning, however, the poor 
show how sorry they are by let¬ 
ting the robes grow soiled. Among 
the more well-to-do. the sign of 
mourning is to wear pink, yellow 
or blue clothing. 

Natives of Ethiopia have many 
mules.
